Housing gets 
a rail boost 


BANBURY’S housing market 
could get a welcome boost 
after rail travel to the capital 
was brought to under an 
hour. 

Rail operator Chiltern 


Railways unveiled its new 
timetable on Monday, which 
will cut journeys to London 
by 19 minutes, previously it 
was lhr 10 minutes. 

As part of a £250m package 


of enhancements, including 
a proposed second rail link 
between Oxford and 
London via Bicester, the 
rail firm has upgrading its 
main line between London, 
Bicester, Banbury and 
Birmingham to allow trains 
to run at up to lOOmph and 
cut journey times by up to 
20 per cent. 

Estate agents across the 
town say it can only be 
good news. 

Mark Ashmall, a partner 
at Davies and Partners, in 
Horsefair, said: “There are 
people who travel two 
hours to London who still 
say they live in a commuter 
town. This makes Banbury 
very commutable and that 
time travelling to London is 
nothing for them. 

“We have had a couple of 
investors come in — these 
people are really on the ball 
and have done their 
homework — and say this is 
now the place to buy.” 

James Price, sales 
negotiator at Chancellors, 
in South Bar Street, said: 
“People move to Banbury 
because of its transport 
links. The links are similar 
between Birmingham and 
London and the M40 is on 
the doorstep. 

“I think it’s going to 
boost properties in the 
town centre — it will do 
nothing but good for the 
town.” 

David King, a partner at 
King and Woolley, in High 
Street, said there were 
signs the property market 
was improving: “It should 
encourage people who have 
been living further south

because the journey is 
going to be that bit 
quicker.” 

Chiltern Railways has 
just finished the final stage 
of work on the line, which 
included almost 55 miles of 
new track, new signals and 
points and re-modelling 
Aynho junction. 

Along the route between 
Banbury and London, 14 
stations have been 
realigned, two had 
platforms widened, new 
footbridges have been built 
and bridges strengthened. 

Monday also saw the 
launch of the rail firm’s 
fast Silver business service 
between London and 
Birmingham. 

Adrian Shooter, 
chairman of Chiltern 
Railways, said: “Chiltern 
Mainline heralds a 
revolution in Oxfordshire’s 
railway. Banbury and 
Bicester now have faster 
trains to London than the 
county city of Oxford - to 
the extent that the people of 
Kidlington, Witney and 
Woodstock will now find it 
quicker to travel to London 
via Bicester North.” 

Fast trains from Bicester 
North to London take just 
42 minutes and 45 minutes 
throughout the day, and 
from Haddenham & Thame 
Parkway 41 minutes.

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Cherwell dial-a-ride 


CHERWELL District Council has asked 
us to point out it did respond to our 
questions regarding the future of dial- 
a-ride services (Banbury Cake, Sept 1) 

It has embarked on a project to 
commission value for money advice 
meaning the current arrangements of 
providing grants to organisations for 
community transport would be replaced 
by commissioning strategically relevant 
advice, volunteering and volunteer car 
driving services. 

It said: “Community transport was a 
discretionary service for the council 
which has previously resulted in 
£187,000 per year being awarded to the 


Banbury Community Transport 
Association (BCTA) which runs the 
Cherwell Dial-a-Ride service. 

“While Cherwell has placed 
considerably more funds into this area 
than other district councils, the latest 
evidence suggests that the overall cost 
per journey is now very high. 

“The proposal is to contribute towards 
joint countywide working to investigate 
the possibility that a cost-effective dial-a- 
ride service would help to protect 
Cherwell’s most vulnerable residents in 
the event of a grant withdrawal to BCTA 
which would result in the closure of 
Cherwell Dial-a-Ride.”

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Campaigners aim to appeal 


ANTI incinerator campaigners 
are hoping to launch a High 
Court challenge after their bid 
to block the plan was dumped. 

Ardley Against the 
Incinerator (AAI) has applied 
for leave to appeal a decision 
made in July to throw out the 
group’s case. 

Local people raised 
thousands of pounds to take 
Secretary of State Eric Pickles 
to the Appeal Court over his 
decision to allow waste firm 
Viridor to build the 300,000 
tonne incinerator. 

At the time Deputy Judge 


Howell QC ruled Mr Pickles 
was entitled to grant 
permission and said there were 
‘fundamental defects’ in the 
campaigners’ case. 

But campaigner Dr Ian 
Groves said: “The grounds for 
the appeal are that in our 
opinion, and that of our 
counsel, Ardley Against 
Incinerator was not given a fair 
hearing and that the deputy 
judge, John Howell QC erred in 
law when reaching his 
finding.” 

At the hearing the group 
claimed the incinerator was 


much bigger than needed to 
meet the county’s needs, would 
be a rural eyesore and its 
emissions could damage 
human and animal health. 

The group has applied for 
leave to appeal and are waiting 
to hear if it has been succesful. 

AAI said it expected the 
application will be considered 
this month. 

An Oxfordshire County 
Council spokesman said: “We 
are aware that AAI is seeking 
permission to make a further 
appeal. We can only await the 
outcome of this process.”

Reject plan says 
council report

A CONTROVERSIAL bid to turn The 
Bell Inn pub in Hook Norton into a home 
should be rejected, a council report says. 

A Cherwell District Council planning 
officer says the loss of the High Street 
pub “would result in the loss of a village 
service”. It says developer Peter Cape 
has “not conclusively demonstrated” 
that the pub is no longer viable. 

It has been marketed by owner Punch 
Taverns since August 2006 and the 
application says it is trading at a 
“nominal rent with full discounts” to 
keep it afloat. 

Some four letters opposed the plan 
along with a 111-signature petition. One 
letter supported the application. 

Hook Norton Parish Council did not 
oppose the plan but the North 
Oxfordshire Branch of the Campaign for 
Real Ale said claims about its viability 
were “unsupported conclusions”. They 
also said it was “self defeating to use the 
physical condition of the pub as evidence 
of non-viability”.

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Adderbury man returns to his Morris dancing roots |\j ews j n b r j e f 


Discovering a 


noble tradition

A MAN has retraced his 
roots to produce a film 
about Adderbury’s rich 
heritage of morris dancing. 

Tim Plester, 40, was 
brought up in the village but 
spent his youth running 
away from the tradition, 
which his father and uncle 
helped revive. 

But, after learning about 
its history, he has spent the 
last four years producing a 
documentary about the 
dance, his village and his 
family. 

Way of the Morris, which 
Mr Plester self-financed and 
self-distributed, will appear 
at the Phoenix Picturehouse 
in Oxford tomorrow 

The film examines morris 
dancing in Adderbury from 
its near extinction in the 
trenches of the First World 
War to its resurgence in the 


1970s. Mr Plester, who now 
lives in London and works 
as an actor, said: “It was a 
real voyage of discovery for 
me, in terms of thinking 
about where I came from 
and what it means to take 
pride in one’s heritage. 

“But, on a bigger level, it 
is about being an 
Englishman and struggling 
with a sense of identity, 
which I think we all struggle 
with.” 

Adderbury has a unique 
style of morris dancing 
which is replicated all over 
the world, from Canada to 
Singapore. 

Mr Plester said: “My dad 
and uncle were both 
involved in the revival of the 
Adderbury morris dance 
tradition in 1975, when I was 
at nursery school. 

“It is something I never 
got involved with and have 
spent all my life running 
away from and being 
embarrassed about. 

“I ran away so far I came 
to live in London and 


reinvented myself as a 
metrosexual urbanite. 

“But that changed when I 
found out about the story of 
dancing in the village. 

“There was a team of 
young dancers who went to 
the trenches of the First 
World War and they were 
wiped out, apart from one 
guy. 

“Very literally, morris 
dancing in Adderbury died 
out in the hell hole of the 
Western Front.” 

He added: “It was finding 
out about that that awoke 
something inside me and 
allowed me to fully 
appreciate what my dad and 
uncle had done when they 
revived these dances.” 

Mr Plester explained that 
his family had revived the 
dances from details written 
down for posterity by the 
village elders during the 
First World War. 

He said: “They were able 
to look at these notes and 
bring them to life.” 

Mr Plester has taken the

DAVID Cameron attended a private 
memorial service for the ‘loving and 
generous’ senior Conservative who 
died at the Glastonbury festival earlier 
this year. 

Christopher Shale, 56, was 
discovered slumped in a toilet cubicle 
in the backstage area of the music 
festival in June. 

The Prime Minister paid tribute to 
the chairman of the West Oxfordshire 
Conservative Association during a 
ceremony at the Church of St Mary the 
Virgin in Adderbury. 


He said: “It’s rare enough in life, let 
alone in politics, to say that someone 
‘never ever let you down’. I can say that 
about Christopher hand on heart.” 

He added: “But above all, what I 
want to say is how proud I am to call 
such a warm, loving and generous man 
a really good friend.” 

Mr Cameron said the death had 
“devastated” him and his wife Samantha. 

An inquest in June heard that a 
pathologist was unable to determine 
how Mr Shale died and the case was 
adjourned to a later date.

A MEMBER of the Chipping 
Norton-based Heythrop Hunt has 
been charged with two counts of 
hunting a fox with dogs. 

Julian Barnfield, 47, of Kennel 


Lane, Worcester Road, Chipping 
Norton, is due to appear before 
magistrates at Banbury on 
Friday, September 16. 

Mr Barnfield is the professional 
huntsman for the Heythrop Hunt, 
which hunts in Oxfordshire and 
Gloucestershire. 

The prosecution has been 
brought by the RSPCA. 


Charity spokesman Calie 
Rydings said: “He is charged with 
two offences of unlawfully 
hunting a wild mammal, namely 
a fox, with dogs, contrary to 
Section 1 of the Hunting Act 2004 
on two occasions in Oxfordshire 
in February and March 2011. 

“As proceedings are ongoing 
we are unable to make further 


comment at this time.” 

One of the hunt masters, 
Richard Sumner, confirmed Mr 
Barnfield faced charges but said 
he could not comment due to the 
ongoing case. 

But he said: “We are most 
definitely backing him. 

“We are hunting within the law 
so we haven’t any worries.”

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Church is hit for third time in a week 


Lead thieves 


strike again 


By Oliver Evans 

LEAD thieves have struck a 
church for the third time in a 
week, stripping it of all its 
precious metal. 

They visited 14th-century St 
Mary’s in Warkworth, late on 
Tuesday, August 30 or in the 
early hours of Wednesday, 
August 31. 

Yet, unlike thefts on Friday 
and Saturday night, most of the 
snatched lead was left on the 
grass. 

Churchwarden Bob Langton 
said: “They finished the job. 

“I just find it totally 
unbelievable, the cheek of it. It 
was on television and radio, I 
would have thought after that 
they would have stayed away. 

“I find it incomprehensible. It 
is a place of worship. These 
guys have no regard for others, 
they are only interested in 
lining their own pockets.” 

He said he walked around the 
church at midnight and 
speculated this had disturbed 
the thieves, causing them to 
flee. The lead left would be sold 
for scrap, he said. 

And he said to add insult to 
injury, the church discovered it 
was liable for £5,000 insurance

and not the £15,000 hoped for. 

Ecclesiastical Insurance, 
which covers the property, caps 
theft and damage payouts to 
£5,000 each because of the rising 
number of UK church lead 
thefts. 

The church is facing a total 
bill of more than £100,000. 

The Rev David Randell, of St 
Mary’s, said he would need 
Diocese of Oxford permission to 
use cheaper material and 
warned: “We can’t repair like 
with like because we can’t afford 
it, then it will be closed and fall 
into disrepair.” 

Mr Langton said: “Whether 
the village is prepared to put 
their hands in their pockets to 
help we have yet to find out.” 


Church treasurer Derek 
Jones said of the thieves: 

“These people are despicable.” 

Following the initial theft 
over the weekend of August 27 
and 28, rain poured into the 
remote church, damaging the 
inside that was only recently 
given a £7,000 makeover, its first 
in 100 years. 

Northamptonshire Police’s 
Sgt Tim Pearson said: “This is a 
priority investigation. We are 
aware that similar thefts have 
taken place in neighbouring 
counties and we are linking in 
with other forces to bring these 
offenders to justice.”

Focus on drug abuse, unemployment and truancy 

Youth hubs 
open doors

OXFORDSHIRE County 
Council’s new youth hubs 
opened their doors last week, as 
funding came to an end for 13 
youth centres around the 
county. 

Seven new early intervention 
hubs, focused on tackling 
problems including drug and 
alcohol abuse, unemployment, 
and truancy, will now form the 
core of the service, alongside 
four satellite centres in Oxford 
and Kidlington. Thirteen others 
will now rely on community 
projects to keep them open. 

But no youth work will 
actually take place at the 
council-funded centres until 
Monday, September 12, while 
staff adapt to the new structure. 


City councillor Antonia 
Bance said not enough 
information had been given to 
young people or their families. 

She said: “There is still no 
information about what they 
are going to provide. 

“At no point has the county 
council given any assurance 
about what will be provided at a 
hub, for how many hours, and 
for how many people. 

“It is completely unclear. 

“There has been no 
communication with 
councillors, young people, or 
their families.” 

She added: “It is youth work, 
alongside the police, that has 
brought down the crime rate in 
areas like Rose Hill. 

“Yet when people turned up 
to go to the youth centre on 
Wednesday evening, it was 
closed.” 


The county councillor 
responsible for the service, 
Louise Chapman, said ‘Big 
Society’ initiatives meant the 
county could get more youth 
clubs than before the cuts. 

She said: “In Oxfordshire, we 
may be in a better position than 
we were before. The new hubs 
will take a while to be 
embedded fully, but we will 
have the early intervention 
service targeting the most 
vulnerable young people which 
will be a major factor for us.” 

Six of the seven new early 
intervention hubs - Banbury, 
Bicester, Didcot, Abingdon, East 
Oxford and Littlemore - opened 
last week, with major building 
work in Witney set to be 
complete in January. 

They will hold open days in 
October to explain their new 
role to the public.

IN a matter of weeks a 
North American weed has 
carpeted a stretch of the 
River Ray. 

Low water flows have 
aided the Azolla’s growth 
and in the past four weeks a 
150-metre stretch of the 
river, in Islip, has been 
covered in the floating water 
fern. 

Environment Agency 
conservation officer Pedro 
Collins said the weed was 
not harmful to fish and 
would die off naturally in 
the next few weeks as the 
weather cools. 

But there are already 
plans afoot to stop the 
Azolla in its tracks if it tries 
to make a return next year 

Mr Collins said: “We have 
previously had spasmodic 
growth of it, but it’s never 
been anything as substantial 
as this before. 

“This Azolla is coming to 
the end of its natural 
growth and at the end of the 
season it will die off 
naturally. It is not having a 
detrimental effect of the fish 
population. 

“What we will probably do 
next year, if it does re-grow, 
is use a weevil to eliminate 


it. It only eats the Azolla and 
once it is finished it will die. 

“This particular method 
has been tried and tested.” 

A weevil is an insect that 
can only feed and reproduce 
on Azolla. 

The plant has created a 
carpet effect on the river, and 
even the ducks have been 
spotted walking across it 

Mr Collins said: “It does 
look like terrestrial 
landscape, like grass, and 
the problem is sheep or 
cattle could wander into it 
thinking it was hard ground.” 

He said the problem of 
imported plants, such as 
Parrots’ Feather, Japanese 
Knotweed and Himalayan 
Balsam, cost the British 
economy in the region of 
£1.7bn a year to deal with 
the problems they caused. 

He said: “It is the 
financial cost implications 
that is the most important 
thing. If people see Azolla or 
see anything they are 
concerned about should 
contact the Environment 
Agency. 

“Azolla is a North 
American species of weed 
and was first brought over 
in 1840s as an ornamental 
pond species. Over the years 
people have tipped it into 
the river and waterways and 
now it’s causing a major 
problem.”

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Jane Eyre is a timeless romance

THE Bronte sisters are back in 
fashion this autumn. November 
heralds Andrea Arnold’s eagerly 
anticipated adaptation of Wuthering 
Heights , distinguished by the 
casting of James Howson as the 
first black actor to portray 
Heathcliff on the big screen. In the 
meantime, director Cary Joji 
Fukunaga spoils us with his artfully 
composed version of Charlotte 
Bronte’s timeless romance, the first 
film version of Jane Eyre (PG120 
mins) since Zeffirelli paired 
Charlotte Gainsbourg and William 
Hurt as the lovers across the social 
divide. 

Fukunaga chooses Mia 
Wasikowska as the much-abused 
heroine and is rewarded with a 
deeply moving and emotionally 
wrought performance. 

With a single mournful look into 
the camera, the fast-rising 
Australian actress conveys all of the 
unspoken desires and shattered 
dreams of a young woman, who has 


survived as much by her wits as by 
good fortune. 

She is both beautiful yet ghostly 
pale, flushing with colour when 
Jane experiences the first pangs of 
love. Michael Fassbender proves a 
sexy and brooding Rochester, who 
falls under Jane’s spell but conceals 
a terrible, dark secret that could 
poison their relationship forever. 

Fukunaga’s colour-bleached film 
opens with Jane (Wasikowska) 
fleeing Thornfield Hall in tears, 
where she has been employed as 
governess for Adele Varens (Settbon 
Moore), the young ward of Edward 
Rochester (Fassbender). 

Stumbling across the moors, she 
seeks refuge with clergyman St 
John Rivers (Jamie Bell) and his 
sisters Diana (Holliday Grainger) 
and Mary (Tamzin Merchant) at 
Moor House. As Jane recuperates, 
she recalls her turbulent past. She 
remembers her childhood as a 10- 
year-old (Amelia Clarkson) with her 
cruel aunt Mrs Reed (Sally Hawkins). 


“She has a heart of spite and she 
is full of wickedness,” Mrs Reed 
tells Mr Brocklehurst (Simon 
McBurney), the sadistic headmaster 
of Lowood charity school, who 
spirits Jane away to her grim fate. A 
friendship with sickly girl Helen 
Burns (Freya Parks) stiffens Jane’s 
resolve and once she comes of age, 
she finds employment at Thornfield, 
where housekeeper Mrs Fairfax 
(Dame Judi Dench) welcomes her 
warmly. 

Fleeting romantic notions with 
Rochester are extinguished with the 
arrival of Blanche Ingram (Imogen 
Poots), who the downstairs staff 
believe will become the master’s 
wife. 

However, something wicked lurks 
in the upstairs attic. Elegantly 
adapted for the screen by Moira 
Buffini, Jane Eyre condenses the 
source novel into two hours of 
yearning and regret. Wasikowska 
and Fassbender lead an exemplary 
ensemble cast including Dench as a 


bustling maternal figure and 
Hawkins as a tight-lipped lady of 
the manor, who can turn a room icy 
cold with a single withering glance. 

Fukunaga’s camera sweeps over 
the foreboding locations, lashing his 


lead actress with enough wind and 
rain to match the emotional 
battering meted out by Mrs Reed 
and Mr Brocklehurst. Jane is a 
survivor and we will her on, every 
faltering step.
